Rev. Horthoa's Boocalanreate Address To

Painters' and Paper-Hangers' Strike,

A union meeting of the painters and
paper-hangers was held in the G, AL R,
hall, Douglas street, yvesterday afternoon,
The men are unanimous in their deter-
mination not to go te go to work to-mor-
row in auy shop in which non-
unionists are employed. A Bk reporter
has interviewed a large number of the
union workmen, and it is universally
claimed by them that at the time of set-
tlement of the last strike they were will-
ing and desirous to act in concert with
those of the trade not belonging to their
order, and that the present strike is not
InAny way an sttempt on their part to
bulldoze either the non-umonists or the
musters, At the conclusion of the former
dispute 1t was agreed that no diserimina-

tion fhould be between  union
men and non-unionists, and
this srrangemoent the former

claim was § entirel satisfactory to
them until some of the masters reduced
the rates of wages and broke the terms
of their agreement,

A few shops in which none but union
men are cmnlur-d will be at work to-
morrow, but the large majority will be
idle until the sewtlement of the present
dispute.

THE PAINTERS SIDE,

The following communicntion 1s from
the ohairmun state exccutiye board of
the state asgembly:

Osana, Neb., June 10, 1857, —Editor of the
Bre—In the issue of the Brk of yesterday
morning, I noticed a eard signed “M. I'."
which may be interpreted “Member of ’ar-
linment,” or “Mortar Painter,” whichdid not
contain & correct statement of the trouble
existing between the master painters and the
Palnters' Assembly, K. of L, of Omaha.

1. ‘Lhe demands of the strikers, in regard
to wages and time, was uum]nlmd with by n
portion of the master painters, and that eom-
pact was violated bv another portion of them,

There was no breach of faith on the part
of the assembly painters, nor did they ask
that the master palnters would discharge
thelr non-unfon painters, ‘They nsked that
no diserimination should be wade, but found
that st the end of one month, from 1ty to
glxty union painters were “let out,” or als-

charged, on one and another pretext,
and were out or emI-Iuymem. and
that  about all of the non-union

men ln Omaha were at work,

8d. The state executlve board of the
Knights of Labor did not demaund_the dis-
charge of a sin.le non-union man, They re-
guested the master painters to make the
shops union sheps, and agreed that all the
non-union men should be taken into.the
painters’ assembly.  They expressly told the
master painters that they recognized the fact
that they had a right to emp og whom they

leased, and the Knights of Labor proposed

only exercise their rigat ot refusing to
work with non-union men, The negotlations
were carrled on by the executlive board in a
spirit ot fairness and without any threats or
bluster, and the man who signed himself
“M. P." certainly knows that the fair
minded members of his own association will
not bear nim out in his statement,

The strike was ordered because a
majorit of the master paintoers
association had violated their agreement.
The executive board believes that they could
do no less than stand by these men, as a fail-
ure to do so would have led to a disorganiza-
tion of 290, and after this had been accom-
fllshutl. other trades and assemblies would

iave shared the same fate. The men of the
Master Painters association lived up to
their agreement and will not suffer. As we
understand they Intend making their shops
union shops. In that event tlie men are or-
dered back to work In sueh shops this morn-
ing.

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BACCALAUREATE SFHKMON,

Rev., W. J. Harsha Addresses the
Graduating Class of the
High Bchool.

Rev. W. J. Hursha preached the an-
nual Baccalaureate sermon to the gradu-
ating class of the high school at the
Dodge street Presbyterian church yester-
day morning. Tke pulpit was decorated
with flowers in honor of the oceasion.

Mr. Harsha took ns his text Luke, II
chapter and B81st verse, '‘Behold a
greater than Solomon 18 here.” The
preacher b egan by saying that this sen-
tence is not an evidence of envy, a8 some
prominent thinkers have supposed; it
wns simply the stalement of a

oat fact, because as He was Lthe son of
sod, He was greater than any man, even
the king. There ere three great needs of
human life—instruction, friendship and
salvation. The old Jewish writers claim
for Bolomon that he was the wisest in-
structor, the best friend and the most
efficient intercessor with God that had
Jived up till the time of Christ, and the
preacher claimed that in Jesus of Naza-
reth we had one who in these same par-
ticulars is greater than Solomon. Asan
instructor Christ was greater, because he
could reveal things thut were absolutely
new. He knew the future, while Solo-
mon only knew the past. He under-
stood heaven, while Solomon only knew
the earth. Moreover, Christ could invite
imitation of his life, and say to all
men, ‘Do as 1 do, and ye shall live.”
Thies Solomon could not ‘do; he spoke
wisely but acted unwisely; he advocates
the highest virtue, but himself fell into
deeapoest sin, Because of his purity,
therefore, Christ was the greater. As a
friend Solowon will of course be FrunLIy
courted, Any Jewish father would have
regarded.it as a greal favor to have his
son stand continually before the king's
face. To have a friend at court has
always been regarded as the highest
earthly happiness. Yet Christ oftfors a
friendship far more precious than that
of Bolomon even. He can be
with us at a.l times; He can soothe
us m  our sickness and  walk
with us through the darkness
of death, and so He 18 the best friend that
man ever had., Solomon mude interces-
sion with the people on the temple, and
prayed for them with his hands out-
stretched to God, yet he was only a man.
Christ did more than that; He died on
the cross and mude un atonement for the
sins of all. ls He not grester than Solo-
mon?

In conclusion he nrged the graduating
olans to necept Christ as their instructor,
friend and suvior,
